THE GOVERNOR AND COMPANY OF COPPER MINERS IN 
ENGLAND. 


A special general meeting of shareholders was held at the Cannon- 
street Hotel, on Wednesday, : 

Sir MacDONALD STEPHENSON (the Governor) in the chair. 

Mr. Frewen (secretary) read the notice convening the meeting. 

The Governor said they met under exceptional circumstances. 
The Court of Assistants had convened this meeting to ascertain the 
views of ptoprietors upon questions of no slight importance. The 
aap ag were aware that the company was only just recovering 

rom a state of pase. and when the endeavours of the Court of 
Assistants were beginning to bear fruit, when there were reasonable 
grounds for believing the company had weathered the worst of 
their difficulties, having realised profits in excess of its eight best 
years, an obstacle was interposed by a demand for a committee of 
enquiry. Tothis most injudicious proposal the Court objected upon 
the twofold ground—that the basis of the demand was demonstrably 
unfounded, and because two similar committees had been appointed 
within the last two years, and upon the recommendations of the 
latter the Court, with the unanimous approval of the proprietors, 
had been, and were now, acting. The Court still believed that the 
true interests of the company would be best consulted by a steady 
perseverance in the judicious course then laid down--by promoting 
the improvements in Port Talbot, and by reducing their copper trade 
as far as possible. With reference to the sales—to which objection 
had been taken—he read extracts from letters received from the purchasers, show- 
ing that at the same time they had effected large purchases elsewhere at prices 
below those paid to the Copper Miners’ Company, and they had contracts running 
for the same term. As to Port Talbot, if the saving of over 1000/. per annum on 
one single contract, and the addition of 80,000/, to the available capital of the com- 
pany, were not sufficient grounds for taking decided action in the matter he feared 
no argument could have any possible weight. The Court had received several let- 
ters from customers equally concurring in the benefits that would be thus derived. 
As there appeared to be many dissentients, the Court had desired him to express 
its decided opinion that the general interests would be best consulted by convening 
a rer mecting at an early date for the election of a new Court of Assistants ; 
and to afford those proprietors who desired an opportunity to speak, he would 
move that the meeting be adjourned till June 12, on which day a special meeting 
would be held for the election of a new Court. ’ 

Mr. Bournx (a member of the Court of Assistants) seconded the 
motion for the adjournment, Whatever difference of opinion ex- 
isted upon other points, they must all agree that it was the duty of 
those who desired the appointment of a committee to prove its ne- 
cessity. They were aware that ex parte statements had been pro- 
mulgated by parties who did not hold a single share in the company, 
and they all very well knew that in any company 4 chronic agita- 
tion might be kept up by asmall knot of dissentients, and also how 
very mischievous such a movement was in impairing confidence and 
efficiency, and in lowering the market value of the shares. It was for the proprie- 
tors to determine to-day whether they would subvert this action, and allow the com- 
pany the repose it so much needed. The impeachment was that in a year of un- 
equalled prosperity in the iron trade the Court of Assistants had only paid 5 per 
cent. upon the preference capital, which was so unsatisfactory as to require a com- 
mittee to ascertain the cause. He would ask Mr. Crewdson whether—viewing their 
antecedent misfortunes—they could reasonably expect greater results for the first 
year, remembering the company had worn machinery, and was only just recovering 

rom supine habits, dear materials, and scanty capital—whether, under such cir- 
cumstances, it was possible in the first year to bring up the management to a posi- 
tion which was only to be reached by a long continuance of able supervision, ample 
capital, and superior resources? The professional commission had told them that 
the works had been suffered to ran down—in fact, to become mildewed; their Go- 
vernor had advocated a radical change, and the very persons who were now agi- 
tating for the appointment of a committee of enquiry were those who opposed the 
changes and improvements suggested by their Governor. He was prepared to show 
that the present profits on diminished cost of production were consequent upon the 
changes introduced by the present Court, and that the profits would have been 
greater had the action of the Court been less disturbed ; but no one would say that 
the result was not as satisfactory as could have been reasonably anticipated, nor 
that during the last year they had not exhibited greater progression, and paid larger 
dividends upon the real value of the investment—the market price of the shares— 
than any similar concern. 52 

Capt. CHAPMAN said: So far asI am able to form an opinion upon 
the memorandum by the Court of Assistants, dated 30th April last, 
I am led to the conclusion that it may be viewed as a reply to the 
circular dated 17th April, and issued to the proprietary from the 
office of Messrs Foster and Braithwaite, which circular is criticised 
as unfair and disingenuous, I can see nothing unfair or disingenu- 
ous in the circular at all. It deals with facts and figures, which are 
stubborn realities, and it leaves the proprietary to form their own de- 
ductions from a careful and impartial study of the same. Uponone 
point it appears that the circular in question is incorrect—that para- 
graph which runs thus: “The make of copper by your company is 
at present believed to be ni.” It is very natural that the gentlemen 
whose signatures are appended to the circular should fall into this 
error, from the fact of Mr, R. W. Childs having at the annual meet- 
ing, held on April 3,asked the Governor whether he was quite sure 
that the Court were justified in having discontinued the manufacture 
of copper, and whether their having done so might not invalidate 
their charter; to which the Governor replied that he deemed the 
question @ very proper one to ask; and Sir Macdonald Stephenson 
volunteered the information that he had oo taken counsel's opinion on the 
point, which was to the effect that they were perfectly justified in having given up 
the manufacture of copper. I request that the name of the counsel whose opinion 
had been taken may be given, and that that opinion may be placed upon the table 
and read. But, gentlemen, the point to which I desire to draw your particular 
attention is not whether the circular referred to was disingenuous or not, but whether 
or not it be desirable to appoint a committee of enquiry. Allow me, once more, to 
appeal to facts and figures, and to leave you to form your own deductions. In 
August, 1871, the market for tin-plates was firm, and the prospects for the future 
were good. Thatthis is not the mere assertion of an individual opinion, I wiil, 
with your permission, quote from a series of circulars issued by a tirm of metal 
brokers in this city, whose circulars, I doubt not, are filed in your office; and by 
whose judgment, if Iam not in error, I believe some of your officers to be very 
materially influenced. For the sake of brevity, I have condensed the remarks: 
—Ciroular, dated Aug. 11: ‘Tin-plates, prices are very firm, and the good de- 
mand continues.”—Aug. 18: ‘Symptoms of large demand; makers very full."— 
Aug. 25: “Demand active; makers firm at full quotations.”—Sept. 8: ditto.— 
Oct. 13: “ Prices of the raw material being so high, we shall see higher prices rather 
than a fall before long.”—Oct. 20: ‘Makers very firm, and unwilling to engage 
themselves far ahead.”—Nov. 3: ‘‘ The large American as well as the trade buyers 
are waking up tothe fact that the high prices of the raw materials will oblige makers 
to hold out for better rates.”—Nov. 10: “Quite a rush of orders. Makers now re- 
fuse all orders except to their regular customers, and then only for small quanti- 
ties."—Nov. 17: ‘‘ Makers indisposed to take further orders.”—Nov. 24: ‘‘ No ces- 
sation of orders. Manufacturers, however, disinclined to ee pe large orders atany 
figure, markets so uncertain.” Now, gentlemen, the annual make of your com- 
pany may be taken at not more than 85,000 boxes of tin-plates. Your company has 
been incorporated since 1691, and you have been tin-plate manufacturers since about 
1830; and I will venture to say that the value of your tin-plate is as thoroughly 
established over the whole of the civilised world, where tin-plates are used, as is 
that of the British sovereign. The state of the tin-plate market during October and 
November, 1871, was as is described in the quotations from the circulars alread 
read to you. I was a buyer from time to time, but I could only effect very small 
purchases at very full rates; and was generally met with the reply—‘“ We are not 
sellers,” or ‘ we are laying in a stock of tin now so faras we can; and you willsoon 
have to pay us much higher prices.” I should like to be informed of the stock of 
tin your company has from time to time laid in before hand, as I have reason to 
think that you have seldom, if ever, had more that 14 days’ supply, and that, con- 
sequently you have been compelled to come into the continuously rising market and 
buy. The Court of Assistants, in their memorandum of April 30, speak of the sim- 
plicity of being wise after the event. Happily for the success of the majority of the 
tin-plate makers, and others interested in this manufacture, they were wise before 
the event. The coming event had cast a very clearly-defined shadow before it, by 
which, with one exception, and that one exception your company, I believe every- 
one profited. There is such a thing as locking the door after the steed is stolen. 
Gentlemen, in the face of the universally expressed opinion with regard to the fu-

The CHAIRMAN said the report just read was so exhaustive that 
little was left for him to add relative to the position and prospects 
of the mine, the more especially as Capt. Rogers was present to afford 
any additional information shareholders might desire. During the 
past three and a half years the shareholders had not been called upon 
to subscribe capital for the development of the mine, nor for the pur- 
chase and erection of the ample plant with which the mine was now 
provided; and upon the present occasion a call would have been un- 
necessary had there not been incurred a considerable outlay upon 
surface, against which there were diminished returns and increased costs, arising 
from the enormous quantity of rain that had fallen during the past few months. 
During the three months embraced in the accounts there had been sold only 24 tons 
of tin, which had realised 2107/., which was 17 tons less than during the previous 
three months, or about 1300/. less in the shape of returns, while the costs had been 
largely increased by the cause he had already stated. Unless the mine had been 
provided with a large and efficient engine it would in all probability have been 
flooded, as had been the case with many others; the engine had proved equal to 
the exceptional character of the season—a season equal to which they might rea- 
sonably hope the present shareliolders would not live to see again. The accounts 
now before the meeting embraced five months’ costs against three months’ returns. 
He had only recently been elected a member of the committee, but since his elec- 
tion he had conferred with his colleagues upon the subject of the accounts. He con- 
sidered it to be their duty as a committee to bring up the costs as closely as they 
possibly could; therefore the April cost was included in the accounts, which was 
really not yet due, but which would have to be paid in a fortnight. He was quite 
aware that in most Cornish mines, including those that were paying dividends, 
there were two or three months’ costs in arrear. They had laid down a very exten- 
sive plant, the cost of which, in a limited liability company, would have come out 
of capital; but they must now look the matter in the face, and clear off their in- 
debtedness by making a call of 10s. per share, which would put the company ina 
sound financial position. He was one of the largest shareholders, and as such had 
an unaltered confidence in the eventual success of their mine, which was now one 
of great magnitude. Vigorous operations were being continued, the benefit of 
which they hoped to realise in the future. An application had been made to the 
lords for a remission of the dues, to which the shareholders were justly entitled, 
after having expended so large an amount upon the mine. Theirdues were 1-20th, 
while other mines, yielding 50,000/. and 60,000/. a-year in profits, paid considerably 
less. The Tincroft dues were 1-30th, and Dolcoath and Cook’s Kitchen 1-24th to 
1-30th. In the Great Western they had raised and sold 425 tons of tin, which had 
realised 31,000/., out of which the shareholders had not received anything in the 
shape of dues, while the lords had received something like 1500/. It was with sin- 
cere regret he referred to the lamented decease of a member of the committee, Mr. 
R. R. Michell, whom he had known from his boyhood. Mr. Michell's loss in the 
neighbourhood would be long and severely felt. For many years he had watched 
with the greatest interest the development of this property, and had done every- 
thing in his power to promote its prosperity. It would be the duty of the share- 
holders to fill up the vacancy thus occasioned, and he would suggest the name of 
Mr. Martineau, who was a large shareholder. 

Mr. Bru said that Capt. Rogers had never over-rated the mine, and, therefore, 
would like to know his present opinion of its future ? 

Capt. Rogers fully believed that in depth it will be a great and productive 
mine. The hardness of the ground had thrown them back fully six months. The 
~ a “carrying down,” and was at least one quarter richer than in the upper 
levels. 

Mr. SUMNER could not understand the policy of sinking so many shafts, and 
carrying out such extensive operations in the present unproductive condition of 
the mine.

Upon the proposition of Mr. Bei, seconded by Mr. J. R. SUMNER, the election of 
Mr. Martineau as a member of the committee was unanimously agreed to, and a 
resolution was passed expressing regret at the loss the company had sustained by 
the death of Mr. R. R. Michell. 

The CHAIRMAN, in reply to a question, stated that in the adjoining mine—Flo- 
rence—they were working the lode for 5s. in 1/., at a depth of 60 fms. from surface. 
It was proposed to do something near there by-and-bye, as there was a shaft close 
to the boundary. A vote of thanks to the Chairman terminated the proceedings.

LONDON AND CALIFORNIA MINING COMPANY. 


The statutory four-monthly meeting of shareholders was held at 

the company’s offices, Lombard-street, on Thursday, 
Mr. Lewis R. PRICE in the chair. 

Mr. J. SAUL (the secretary) read the notice convening the meeting. 

The CHAIRMAN explained that the meeting was held in accordance 
with the statute, but at the present stage of affairs they, of course, 
were not prepared to offer any report. They had received letters from 
California referring to the favourable progress making, but they 
formed far too slender data to base a report upon; indeed, the last 
letter, dated April 26, they had received that morning. Their pro- 
perty consisted of three mines—the Pennsylvania, the Erie, and the 
original Amador. The original Amador was the most important; it 
was estimated at the highest value in Mr. Janin’s reports, which de- 
scribed it as capable of producing $16,000 per month profit. Owing, 
however, to the breakage of the turbine-wheel they had hitherto done 
nothing there. The directors had at once telegraphed out to have 
the steam-power erected. Heshould mention thatit had previously 
been contemplated to erect steam-power, in consequence of the water- 
power being available during only a portion of the year, so that the 
only difference had been the work was commenced a little sooner. 
The last telegram received stated that everything was going on fa- 
vourably, and that the steam-power would be available by about 
June 15, In the meantime the mine had been opened up, and all 
would be made ready to start as soon as the steam-power was ready. 
Their Erie Mine was up in the hills, and they had a report upon it 
dated April 16, which stated that a trail was being cut through the 
snow, so as to make the inspection of the mine as soon as possible. 
They contemplated the erection of fresh machinery, and Mr. Janin 
estimated that when this was done it would give them $10,000 per 
month profit. They had already obtained some small returns from the 
mine, but nothing to base calculations upon. The mine was looking 
well, but their chief attention was directed to such works as would 
enable them to be ready by when they had their crushing power. 
The third mine, the Pennsylvania, was situated near Nevada city, 
and Mr. Janin did not contemplate that this would be increased by 
much; it was provided with 8 heads of stamps, which Mr. Janin 
considered would be sufficient. He estimated that about 400 tons 
per month would be crushed, and it was gratifying to find that 
360 tons, and he thought one month 462 tons, had already been at- 
tained, so that they were coming pretty closely to Mr. Janin’s es- 
timate. The development of the mine had surpassed their anticipa- 
tions, the ore from the 520 feet stope having proved the finest from 
the mine. But little work had been done during the winter, yet the 
return from the Pennsylvania had already given a profit of $10,000 
on the two months, whilst Mr. Janin’s estimate only put it down at 
$12,000, so that they had certainly good cause to be satisfied with 
their results. If it continued to open up at the same rate, there was 
no doubt that the estimate would be exceeded. They, regarded the 
Amador as their stand-by, and he thought it satisfactory that one of 
the vendors, whom he was glad to notice present, had such confi- 
dence in it that he had taken largely of the shares of the company. 
Indeed, Mr. Kelly had been reluctant to sell at all, and had it not 
been for the death of one of the largest of the holders the property 
would probably never have come into the hands of thecompany. He 
regretted that he had no further information to offer to the share- 
holders, but the reason was sufficiently explained by the fact that 
the company only received possession of the mines in January, and 
that in California they had had an unusually severe winter ; he hoped, 
however, at the next meeting to be able to give them a good report. 
Mr. Kelly had received some favourable reports from his own agents, 
and had kindly communicated them to the directors. He concluded 
by expressing his willingness to reply to any questions which share- 
holders might desire to put to him. 

Mr. Jonn Peruerick enquired when the new machinery at Amador would be 
ready ?——The CHAIRMAN said in about three weeks, and added that the telegram 
received yesterday mentioned that the last clearing up gave them $15,000; this was 
from the Erie and Pennsylvania only, the Amador not being yet at work. 

Mr. KELLY observed that they were already doing a little at Amador ; they were 
running five stamps. 

Mr. PeTHerick remarked that much of the prosperity of a company depended 
upon the management at the mines; he would, therefore, be glad to learn whether 
the directors were satisfied with their superintendents. He complained of the re- 
ports received in London coming from the company’s financial agents at San Fran- 
cisco, who necessarily had to rely upon the mine managers’ reports for their data. 

The CHAIRMAN explained that the manager of the Pennsylvania had been for 
some time on the mine, and he believed was in every way competent for his posi- 
tion. As to the Erie, they knew little about the manager, as but little had been 
done there; but they would have over advices shortly, which would enable them to 
answer the enquiry. For the Amador they had secured the services of Captain

Johns, whose competence he thought Mr. Petherick would admit, Withregard to 


receiving the reports direct from the agents, he might say that they received, direct, 
a report every week (copies were handed to Mr. Petherick), and they would also 
get a formal report, also direct, every six months. 

Mr. PeTHERICK was quite satisfied with Capt. Johns’ ability, and would like to 
know whether the appointment was temporary or permanent? 

The CHAIRMAN was not acquainted with the exact terms of the contract with 
Capt. Johns, but presumed it was permanent. The directors felt that it was de- 
sirable to leave the details of these matters to Messrs. Cross and Co., who were, 0 
course, better acquainted with what would be the best arrangement to make than 
the directors sitting in London could possibly be. 

A SHAREHOLDER enquired whether the Chairman could state when the first di- 
vidend might be expected ? 

The CHAIRMAN could scarcely answer that question, but he might refer to the 
Sierra Buttes Company, in which a dividend was paid nine months after the com- 
pany took possession. In the present case they had taken possession at the be- 
ginning of winter, and though they might have declared a dividend in fewer months 
had it been at the beginning of spring instead, he thought they might pay in the 
nine months here. 

Mr. Surcey thought they might take it that as soon as the machinery was at 
work they might anticipate dividends. They bought the mines as mines earning 
dividends, so that they ought to be able to expect dividends as soon as their ma- 
chinery was ready. 

The CHAIRMAN concurred, and stated that their hope was that when they once 
commenced paying dividends they would continue them regularly. The Amador 
and the Erie, which were their large mines, were not yet at work, but would now 
be so shortly. 

A SHAREHOLDER supposed they intended to declare their dividends quarterly. 

The CHAIRMAN said that they did, and continued that they would do their ut- 
most for the shareholders, as in doing so the directors, being very large holders 
themselves, were but attending to their own interests. 

The CHAIRMAN then said that if no one had any more questions to ask he would 
be glid if they would proceed with tae formal business, Under the 97th clause of 
their Articles all the directors retired trom office at this meeting, and as the ques- 
tion was entirely one for the shareholders generally he would leave it in their hands. 

Mr. JANsox proposed, and Mr. G. C. TAYLOR seconded, the re-election of the di- 
rectors en masse; but the CHarRMAN having expressed the fear that this woukl be 
informal the names were put separately to the meeting, and Messrs L. R. Price, 
T. Howie, G. T. Coulter, C. Liddell, J. 8. Neall, and C. i right were duly elected. 

Upon the proposition of Mr. Graves, seconded by Mr. Key, Messrs. Bauer, 
Stephenson, and Co. were appointed auditors. 

The CHAIRMAN having acknowledged the compliment paid to himself and col- 
leagues by their unanimous re-election, the proceedings terminated with the usual 
votes of thanks.

TERRAS MINE—SPECIAL REPORT. 


May 14.—The following is my report of the Terras Tin Mine, which I carefully 
examined on the 10th inst:—The mine is situated in the parish of St. Stephens, 
about three miles from the Grampound-road station on the Cornwall Railway. The 
sett is very extensive both in length and width, and is traversed by several lodes 
and elvan courses, some of which have been wrought on by the old men at shallow 
depths, but not, I think, with any profitable results. The present operations are 
being carried on as follows :—The new engine-shaft, on which there is a 50-inch 
cylinder pumping engine, is being sunk by a full pare of men, and is now down 
8 fms. below the 30. It is calculated that this shaft will intersect Edwards's lode 
atthe 70. At the 30 a cross-cut is driven south about 16 fms., and intersected Ed- 
wards's lode, which is opened on west of the cross-cut 10 ft., and east fms. The 
lode is about 2 ft. wide in this level on an average, composed chiefly of iron, with 
a little tin, but not rich enough at present to leave much, if any, protit on the work- 
ing. At the 20 this lode is opened on about 40 fms.; it is not a well-defined lode, 
and is very irregular in size and value, being in places 7 ft. wide, producing some 
very good tinstuff, and in others small and unproductive. In the bottom of this 
level, in the richest and best part of the lode, a winze is being sunk, now down 
2fms. The first 6 ft. in sinking the lode was 6 ft. wide, containing some very rich 
work for tin, worth probably 30/. per fathom, but in the bottom of the winze the 
lode is much smaller and of little or of no value. The principal operations, how- 
ever, from which the present returns of tin are raised are on the elvan courses, 
which are open to surface and worked similar to quarrying. There are two or 
three elvan courses in the sett, varying in size from 20 to 30 ft. wide; each pro- 
duces a little tin, but not sufficient, in my opinion, to leave a profit on the work- 
ing, even if it is worked on the largest scale, and every possible economy used in 
working it. I carefully selected and assayed several samples, both from the works 
and after it had passed through the stamps, which produced on an average about 
8 ibs. of tin to the ton of stuff, and in comparing this with the quantity of stuff 
that is now being stamped and the returns made I find it is about correct. I do 
not see how it is possible that such low quality stuff can be worked ata profit, even 
under the most favourable circumstances. It is not more than about a seventh part 
of the tin contained in a ton of stuff at Dolcoath, Cook’s Kitchen, Tincroft, and 
several other of our leading mines, in fact, I fully believe that the refuse from any 
of those mines will produce quite as much tin to the ton of stuff as that being 
stamped at Terras. There is now working a steam-stamps and 48 heads, and it is 
intended to erect to erect 150 heads more, which I should advise them to delay un- 
til the lodes are further developed, and something better met with to warrant the 
outlay. The loss on the working now is about 250/. per month, and unless some- 
thing better is met with I do not see how it is going to be less. Under these cir- 
cumstances I cannot but advise you to part with your interest, believing you might 
invest your money in mapy mines in this district with far better chances of suc- 
cess,—EpMUND ROGERS. 








LEAD MINING IN SHROPSHIRE, 


The great success which has attended lead mining operations in 
Wales during the last two years deservedly attracted a large amount 
of public attention to the mines of the Principality. Among these 
should properly be classed the mines of the lead district of Western 
Shropshire, skirting the borders of Montgomery; for this, the Snail- 
beach mining district, although legally within the limits of the 
county of Salop, is physically and geologically a portion of the great 
meta!liferous region of Central Wales ; Corndon Hill, the most conspicuous phy- 
sical feature of the district, being in Montgomeryshire; and the White Grit and 
Cefn-y-Gwynlle Mines within a few score yards of the county boundary. The 
rock in which the lodes of this district occur is of Lower Silurian age, and of that 
general mineral character which we may call, for want of a better defined name, 
clay-slate. This clay-slate is traversed throughout the whole length of the metal- 
liferous district by that well-known band of interstratified quartzose rock which, 
from its comparatively — power of resisting denuding action, stands out pro- 
minently above the neighbouring strata, forming the picturesque ridge of the Bt 
perstones. This ridge bears 30 deg. south to 35 deg. west (true bearing), and dip- 
ping north-west; and, as far as yet proved, the lead district is found to be exclu- 
sively in this direction—to the north-west, or direction of the dip of the Stiper- 
stones. About two miles north-west of the Stiperstones, and running nearly pa- 
rallel with it for some distance, there the low range forming the Shelve } “iP a 
little beyond which the lodes seem to die out. The best mines in the district ap- 
pear to skirt the north-west flanks of both these ranges of hills; Snailbeach, Tan- 
kerville, Pennerley, and Bog Mines skirting the north-west flank of the Stiper- 
stones; and the Perkins Beach, West Tankerville, Roman Gravels, South Roman 
Gravels, Lady Well, and White Grit Mines skirting the north-west flank of the 
Shelve range. The length of the metalliferous district skirting the Stiperstones is 
about six miles, while the length of the district skirting the Shelve Hill is only 
about half that. 

The most important mine in the district is SNAI-BEACH, the principal works of 
which are on the lands of the Marquis of Bath, but they also extend into the lands 
of the Earl of Tankerville, whence a considerable proportion of the returns have 
been raised. This mine has been working ever since the last century, and has 
made immense profits for about 90 years, having, on an average, divided very 
many thousands a year; indeed, on the whole, it may be considered to be tlie 
greatest lead mine in the kingdom, for although a few years ago Minera was a 
richer mine, and at present Van is a richer mine, yet, taking into consideration 
the permanence of its working, and the length of time it has been making profits, 
it will, probably, be found in the end to have yielded larger returns and made 
greater profits than any other lead mine in England. 

It may be said that the next in importance is the rich and profitable mine of 
TANKERVILLE, which was purchased by the present company two years since ; it 
is now returning 200 tons of lead ore per month, ata monthly profit of about 1500/., 
and has already paid 22,800/. in dividends. Capt. Arthur Waters, speaking of this 
mine in May, 1870, says :—*‘ This (Tankerville) is unquestionably one of the great- 
est, if not the greatest, lead — lodes in Shropshire ;” and again in June of 
the same year he says :—‘‘ The great lode continues to yield wonderfully, and we 
are astonished to see the quantities of rich lead stuff weighed into the bin from the 
small mark we have made in the ground. We have been stripping down the lode 
which was standing against the hanging-wall of this shaft when last advised on 
this head, and the only difficulty we have is to describe the value of the great ore 
course in words that shall be believed.” 

We then come to the Roman Gravris MrIxr, on the property of Mr. Jasper 
More, which is, probably, the most ancient lead mine in Britain, having been un- 
doubtedly worked by the Romans at intervals during the middle ages, and we 
know from old records that it has been ceeeeayaee: | sroductive. The mine was 
worked with success by a small local company unti the end of 1870, when it was 
handed over to the present company. The capital is 80,000/., divided into shares 
of 7/. 10s. each, and at the time the company was first brought out the shares com- 
manded 10/. each, but they have since considerably increased in value. The com- 
pany commenced by making returns of 80 tons of lead ore per month, but the 
mine has since opened out so satisfactorily that they are now returning as muchas 
125 tons of ore per month, and there is every prospect of a still greater increase. 
Notwithstanding that thecompany has only been in existence some 14 or 15 months 
they have paid 9000/. in dividends, and from the directors’ report, presented to the 
first general meee, on Feb. 28, it appears that the sales of ore for the year were 
1531 tons 5 ewts., which realised 18,9697. 15s. 6d., and the accounts showed a balance 
of assets over liabilities of 6794/. 18s. 1d. 

Immediately adjoining Tankerville is the PeNneRLEY Mrvz, which was for- 
merly worked by the Stiperstones Mining Company (Limited), who also worked 
the Bog Mine, but this company some year or so since was reconstructed, and the 
two mine are now worked by separate companies. The Pennerley Mine, with 
which is Potter’s Pit, is now making returns of upwards of 1000/. per month, more 
than sufficient to pay the total cost, and it is thought that in a very short time 
these returns will be considerably increased, and the mine enter the Dividend List, 
so that ultimately Pennerley may be expected to rank as one of the most profitable 
| lead mines of the kingdom. 

The Boe Mrxe (Shropshire), adjoining Pennerley, in former years made con- 

siderable returns of lead ore, and is one of if not pay me mine int e district, being 
| upwards of 230 fms. deep. Active operations, with the aid of powerful machinery, 
| have been going on to unwater the shaft, but they have only got to a little below 
the 100 fm. level; and it is feared that before very long more capital may be needed. 
I think it would not be well for me to conclude this brief notice without callin 
attention to the Perkry’s Breach Mine, which is adjacent to the celebrated Snail. 
beach, and contiguous to Tankerville. Some years ago a fine deposit of lead ore 
“was found near the surface on this sett, and 3000 tons of lead ore was raised out 
of workings not 70 fms, deep, The workings were then suspended ; but a little

over two years since were resumed by the present company, and upwards of 330 tons

PORTABLE RAILWAY FOR COMMON ROADS. 
The largely increased amount of useful work that can be obtained 
for each horse employed in drawing heavy loads when a tramway 
is used, can be daily seen by anyone who thinks proper to watch for 
a few moments the running of the handsome and commodious pas- 
senger cars with which many of the metropolitan suburbs are now 
provided, With the old-fashioned omnibuses, even those of the lightest 
and most approved construction, a pair of strong horses have quite 
enough to do to draw the vekicle with a dozen persons inside and 
fourteen outside, making 26 passengers in all; whilst on the tram- 
ways a pair of lighter horses draw a heav-er vehicle with 22 passengers 
inside and 24 outside, making 46 passengers in all, with comparative 
ease. The reason of this is simple enough—the traction varies with 
the smoothness of the road on which the wheels of the vehicle travel ; 
so that, whilst the traction upon the best constructed road is between 
30 and 40 lbs, to the ton, it does not exceed 7 lbs. or 8 lbs. to the ton 
on a properly laid railway. The advantage, then, of railways, where- 
ever there is sufficient traffic to keep them constantly in use, cannot 
be questioned ; for they provide at once a rapid and convenient means 
of transport, and one which, moreover, is remarkably economic after 
the first cost, necessarily a large one, has once been incurred. 
But it is not everywhere that there is traffic for a railway, and an 
idle line is the very reverse of remunerative to those who have pro- 
vided the funds for its construction. To meet such cases as these Mr. 
Wo. Pippin@, of Bedford-square, has invented a system of portable 
rails, which secures to every carriage its own tramway, and which 
may be used with equal facility upon any ordinary road, whether 
macadamised, paved, or asphalted. During the past week an op- 
portunity has been afforded for inspecting the practical application 
of the invention, Mr. Pidding having constructed a vehicle with 
his portable rails attached. The carriage wheels, which are -only 
about 21 inches diameter, and are fixed to the axle beneath the 
springs in the ordinary way, run upon what may be popularly de- 
scribed as the inside of the tyres of a second pair of wheels, of suf- 
ficient size to permit the small wheels to rotate between tyres and 
the naves of the large ones. This larger tyre, which forms the port- 
able railway, is made up of aseries of long and short segments, each 
carefully shod with india-rubber, or which may be constructed of 
steel, formed into a band chain, one or another portion of which is, 
of course, always in a position ready to receive the running wheel ; 
the portion which has served the purpose of a tramway as constantly 
passing round the periphery of the large wheel to regainits position 
in front of the running wheel. One great advantage of the invention 
is that the external appearance of the carriage is not at all altered— 
an objection which has done much to prevent the introduction of 
endless railways generally—and Mr, Pidding’s is certainly as neat 
and compact an arrangement as we have seen. 








UTILISATION OF BLAST-FuRNACE SiaGc.—Mr. C. F. Ciavs, of 
Middlesborough-on-Tees, proposes to treat blast-furnace slag so as to produce 
masses thereof of a cellular structure suitable for building purposes. 


IMPROVED PuDDLING-FURNACES,—The principal object of the 
invention of Messrs. Howson and Tuomas, of Middlesborough-on-Tees, is to com- 
bine an effective automatic puddling arrangement with ordinary existing puddling- 
furnaces, though the invention is equally applicable to other constructions of fur- 
naces, such as those where gas or for blast is used. The invention consists in 
dispensing with the ordinary hearth, and substituting therefora casing or chamber 
of metal having two hollow trunnions and a door for introducing and removing the 
charge. This casing, or chamber, is lined throughout with suitable fire-resisting 
material, and it is arranged so that the mouth of one of its hollow trunnions comes 
opposite the fire, and that of the other opposite the flue leading to the chimney, 
thus the flame and hot gases from the fire-grate pass through the chamber, which 
is mounted so as to be rotated or oscillated on its trunnions or on suitable pivots ; 
the oscillating motion from side to side is the kind of motion preferred as consti- 
tuting the puddling action. 


IMPROVEMENTS IN CONDENSING STEAM.—The novelty in the in- 
vention of Mr. Jon Attson, of Lancaster-gate, consists in constructing condensers 
for condensing the exhaust steam of steam-engines in such a manner that the ex- 
haust steam is condensed by mixing it with a stream or streams of air in a chamber 
wherein the condensed water is collected, and conducted away to be again supplied 
to the boiler, whilst the air and uncondensed steam (if any) pass off freely from the 
condensing chamber. The condensed water may also be heated by the exhaust 
steam being again forced back into the boiler. 


PisTONS AND SLIDE VALvEs.—The improvements in the pistons 
and slide valves of steam-engines and in apparatus connected therewith, invented 
by Mr. 8. L. WirGann, of Philadelphia, U.S., consist in the application of an ar- 
rangement of tubes forming an injector to the pistons of steam-engines, and by 
thus producing internal pressure in the cavity thereof holding the expansible rings 
which form the wearing surface of the piston in proper contact with the internal 
surface of the cylinder ; also in so applying a similar tubular apparatus to cavities 
formed in the face of the slide valve, or the valve seat, or both, as to counteract the 
whole or a portion of the pressure upon the back of the valve, thus avoiding much 
of the friction incident to that class of valve as usually constructed. 


IMPROVEMENTS IN STEAM-ENGINES.—According to the invention 
of Messrs. Moy and Su1t1, of Clifford’s Inn, one or more steam-cylinders is or are 
combined in one body with a steam-generator which surrounds the cylinder or 
cylinders. The sides of the chamber surrounding the cylinder or cylinders are 
formed by tube plates, in which are inserted the ends of water tubes, outside which 
tubes heat is applied. The cylinder or cylinders is or are thus enclosed in the water 
and steam of the said chamber. 


ARTIFICIAL FuUEL,—The invention of Mr. J. A WILLIAMS, of Cardiff, 
consists in employing a vertical amalgamator, consisting of three separate discs 
placed one below the other, and having several concentric rings of upright pins. 
The materials to be mixed are caused to pass through and to fall on each lower 
disc in succession ; the material then passes into a horizontalamalgamator consisting 
of two cylinders placed immediately one above the other. The specification also 
describes a moulding machine composed of two tables having moulds around their 
—— each mould being fitted with a plunger, worked by lever apparatus. 
hree moulds in each table come under the operation of filling at the same time. 


AUTOMATIC CONDENSING STEAM-PUMP.—An improved appara- 
tus has been invented by Mr. W. E. PRALL, of Washington, U.S, for elevating 
water, or propelling vessels wherein the water fs first drawn into a cylinder by 
means of a condensation of steam therein, and then expelled by a direct pressure 
of steam thereon. He connects by an intermediate rod the arm or lever opening 
and closing a cock or throttle valve in the pipe supplying steam to the cylinder, 
with an elastic diaphragm over the month of a pipe opening at its other end 
into said cylinder, He forms a direct communication between the cylinder and 
reservoir of water elevated above the cylinder by means of a steam-pipe opening 
into the lower portion of the cylinder near its port, and combine with the cylin- 
der an injection pipe leading from the said reservoir and opening into the cylin- 
der. Hecombines a second elevated reservoir with the cylinder by means of a 
second Injection pipe opening into the upper part of saidcylinder. In thecylin- 
der is a hot-water piston, formed of two or more discs or flanges upon a central 
tube encircling a guide rod. In applying his invention to the propulsion of 
vessels the water is drawn into the cylinder from the bow of the boat by the pro- 
duction of a vacuum in the cylinder through the condensation of steam therein, 
as described, and is then expelled with the full force of a direct pressure of the 
steam thereon, at the stern of the boat.

is much remaining to be improved, which will have attention as soon as we have 
time and opportunity; but I am pleased to be able to inform you that on Thursday 
last I opened (if I may use the word) the tramroad to within a distance to com- 
mand 40 loads by one horse and cart to the stamps per day, and those 40 loads can 
be sent down over the road to the mine to a shute, where it is taken into the cart 
by merely lifting a stopper. One horse brings the empty wagons back, while they 
run all the way down, and the man in charge rides behind with the break in his 
hand. This is a great relief, and will, while taking all we can supply at present 
for Pendeen, effect an immediate saving in money and efficiency of at least 100/. 
per month, as we shall as a result have more tin from those stamps, and less labour 
cost; and when we consider that the dressing party were oftentimes not more than 
half employed, enginemen ditto, and had to be paid all the same, the advantageous 
results will be found more like 200/. per month. We shall now carry nothing to 
the stamps over the old cart-road from the mine. There is still a small portion of 
the tramroad to be completed in the bottom to join the present one to the stamps, 
which will be at once attended to, but I congratulate you on its completion so far. 
I hope now to have a little more time to attend to other matters at surface which 
require attention, by which I hope to effect much saving in labour (and some to 
ourselves), and a larger portion of tin produced from the mines. I expect a portion 
of the material for the new skip-road at Longbottom’s on the mine to-day; they 
are all ordered, including the rope, so that no time shall be wasted when the road 
is in and the engine in place, and matters ———. are looking more shapely and 
cheering for the future. I hope I may safely say that the produce for the present 
month will be from 14 to 15 tons of tin; matters generally look very favourable 
for that quantity.

RemMarks,-~Another prosperous week has been added to the me- 
tal market, The amount of business transacted and prices realised must 
prove exceedingly satisfactory to sellers, A strong healthy tone 
prevails, and imparts great confidence to the trade generally, and all 
doubt as to the stability of prices is dispelled by the briskness of 
the markets, and the prospects of continued animation. There are 
no threatening clouds floating about the political horizon, no fears respecting the 
money market, nor a of any disturbing elements to cripple the expan- 
sion of commerce. The future is most assuring and full of promise, and this year 
— seems likely to be far more successful to the commercial community than 
many of its predecessors. The quotations for all metals keep firm, and some kinds 
still continue to assume an upward tendency. 

CoprER.—On Tuesday last the smelters announced a rise of 5/. per 
ton in the fixed rates of English,making the present price of tough 
cake and ingot 106/.; best selected, 108/.; sheets, sheathing, and 
bolts, 1112.; flat bottoms, 113/. The smelters would have raised 
official rates before, but they were desirous of stimulating a demand 
for Indian sheets, and to see whether monetary affairs hadany adverse 
effect upon the market. In respect to the former, numerous sales have been made, 
amounting to several hundred tons; and as regards the latter, the Bank rate has 
since assumed an easier tendency ; so that with respect to both these matters there 
is now a more settled and satisfactory feeling. The intimation given in the 
Mining Journal of April 37 that a rise ‘of at least 5/. per ton in tough was immi- 
nent, enabled buyers in the meantime to provide against it. A little quietude, 
therefore, now naturally ensues; nevertheless, the progress of the market is not 
likely to meet with much delay or interruption, and in all probability before the 
announcement of the next charters renewed animation will begin to set in. Should 
they again prove light, doubtless a very marked impression will be made upon the 
market. Nothing has transpired to discourage holders, or in any way to affect ad- 
versely the position of copper. The requirements of buyers have been partially 
satisfied for the moment, but hereafter, and that quickly, further large purchases 
must be effected for consumption and shipment, and then another rise in value 
established, Already speculators are again moving. There has been no pressure 
on the market, and holders have to wait a little while longer only before still higher 
rates are obtainable. The tmprovement that has taken place here has been re- 
sponded to all over the world, so that imports cannot any more be made on nearly 
such favourable terme as hitherto; while, on the other hand, more remunerative 
rates now ruling in the several markets abroad offer ter inducements to ship- 
pers to multiply exports, As the mails and ee advise out the higher prices 
paid here, so the quotations in foreign ports come more in proportion to our 
own, and one and all continue to assume an upward tendency. There has been a 

ood rise established, not only at the places of consumption but also those of pro- 
duction. The quantity of copper offering for arrival has wonderfully decreased, 
and it is chiefly with the present stock that operations are carried on; and, as this 
is extremely limited, legitimate sales must necessarily be growing more and more 
contracted ; it is, therefore, most interesting and important to know of what the 
stock consists. Well then, in ores and regulus there is literally nothing, and smel- 
ters will have to bid very high whenever they want to replenish their stocks. 

In Chili bars at Liverpool and Swansea 12,600 tons, against 24,000 tons the same 

riod last year, or just 50 per cent. less. In Havre scarcely anything available. 
Tn Chili, less the estimated month’s production, usually but absurdly added, there 
is only 1000 tons. In New York and many other markets scarcity also prevails.

reason why copper should remain where it is; the facts of the case are too strong 
and powerful in themselves to be overcome, and they must exercise a most salutary 
influence upon future prices, and ultimately result in a higher standard. It needs 
but little to be done with smelters in tough or manufactured to necessitate them to 
declare on Tuesday next a similar rise to that announced on Tuesday last. In Chili 
bars transactions have taken place at prices between 102/. and 106/., the difference 
in prices arising from the arrangement of prompts and the distinction of brands. 
A great many dealers who have realised these rates are prepared to act promptly 
and extensively in the event of prices happening to recede to 100/. per ton, but 

rompts are being punctually met, and but few, if any, forced sales are looked for. 
No “bear” sales are reported just now, and the market seems thoroughly safe and 
sound.

’ Fe at the opinion expressed in the fourth resolution, that the sub- 
stitution of pecuniary rewards for Letters Patent is undesirable, cannot be doubted ; 
the proposition itself is not worth consideration. Whether the existing Patent Law 
of this country is defective, assuming patents to be desirable, is by many well com- 
petent to pronounce an opinion in the matter much doubted ; but it 1s generally 
acknowledged that the administration of the law isinfamous. The sixth resolution 
{s simply absurd ; it is proposed that protection should only be granted “ upon the 
report of a competent authority that such invention, so far as can be ascertained by 
such authority, is new, and is a manufacture within the meaning of the law;” but 
the seventh resolution, that the provisional specification should be open to inspec- 
tion before the grant of the patent, would probably be as advantageous to the in- 
yentor as to the public, especially if provisional protection were given for a mere 
nominal fee—5s. at most—and for six months, as at present. This would also be a 
practical substitute for the impracticable scheme of submitting inventions to official 
examiners before granting the patent. How extremely little the gentlemen likely 
to be appointed examiners can comprehend the nature of inventions described in 
epecifications cannot be better demonstrated than by referring to the official abridge- 
ments which the commissioners have published, and which except as indices are, 
in the opinion of patent agents who can best speak upon the subject, absolutely 
worthless. 

The question of novelty, moreover, is one which should receive no official oon- 
sideration in the grant of provisional protection. The difference between a most 
yuluable invention and a quite worthless one is frequently so small that few, some- 
times no one but the inventor, can recognise the difference, yet it is this small dif- 
ference upon which the inventor’s*fortune depends. If the provisional specifica- 
tion, with a definite claim, as recommended in the report, be open to public in- 
spection for a few months before the grant of the patent, the use of the invention 
in the interval not prejudicing the inventor, it would be practical to make the 

atent indefeasible by providing that neither want of novelty or prior use of an 
invention should be urged against any patent once granted. The inventor would 
have the opportunity of meeting opposition, whilst the provisional protection 
(extensible pending the decision of the officials concerning the invention) was in 
force, but the patent once secured his preperty in it could not be questioned. Were 
such a system adopted, it would be necessary that the 14 years should date from 
the grant of the patent, and not from the date of lodging the application. The 
proposition of the committee, that the patentee should be compelled to supply the 
demand for the article patented, is undoubtedly good, but whether the refusal of a 
patent for an invention because the foreign inventor cannot obtain or has not ob- 
tained a patent in his own country is desirable is questionable. If patents are to 
be granted at all the grant should be used as an inducement to all comers to pub- 
lish their ideas, and the only condition should be that the manufacture of patented 
articles, and of the several parts of them, shall be carried on in this country.

Iron Trapr.—The export of iron and steel from the United 
Kingdom continues toincrease. In the first four months of the year 
1872 it has amounted in value to no less than 9,380,966/., a value not 
equalled, or even approached, by any class of our merchandise ex- 
ported, except cottons and woollens. In the list of the items pig 
amounts in value to more than 1,500,000/7. sterling; bar, angle, bolt, 
and rod, more than 1,000,000/.; railroad more than 2,500,000/., the 
export to the United States amounting to three-fifths of the whole; 
hoops, sheets, and boiler, and armour-plates, 854,096/.; tin-plates 
more than 1,000,000/.; cast or wrought, and other manufactures, not 
including ordnance, 1,250,000/.; steel, and steel manufactures, or 
mixed, above 600,000/. The total quantity of iron and steel in all 
stages exported in the four months was 998,067 tons, being 220,000 
tons more than in the corresponding period of the preceding year. 





THe Export Coat TrapE,—The exports of coal from the United 
Kingdom appear to be still increasing, having amounted in April to 
1,203,989 tons, against 1,174,854 tons in April, 1871, and 1,043,151 
tons in April, 1870, In these totals the exports to Germany figured 
for 212,987 tons, against 282,923 tons and 207,452 tons respectively ; 
and those to France for 164,356 tons, against 179,055 tons and 199,875 
tons respectively. In the four months ending April 30, this year, 
the aggregate exports were 4,062,692 tons, against 4,410,824 tons in 
the corresponding period of 1871, and 3,459,270 tons in the corre- 
sponding period of 1870. ° In these totals France once more appears 
as our largest coal customer, having taken 874,654 tons, against 
600,747 tons in the corresponding period of 1871, and 825,246 tons in 
the corresponding period of 1870; the aggregate exports to Germany 
were 446,822 tons, 581,414 tons, and 448,320 tons respectively. Our 
coal exports have increased this year to Russia, Sweden, Denmark, 
Holland, France, Spain, Italy, and British India; but they have de- 
creased to Germany and Brazil. The value of the coal exported in 
April was 742,432/., against 551,464/. in April, 1871, and 483,345/. in 
April, 1870; and in the four months ending April 30, this year, 
2,386,248/,, against 1,657,621. in the corresponding period of 1871, 
and 1,660,236/. in the corresponding period of 1870, 





Coat Fraps 1n Inp1a.—Notices have appeared from time to 
time lately of discoveries of coal in the Nizam’s dominions, and Mr. 
Hardy Johnson, secretary to the Nizam’s Government, P. W. De- 
partment, at present taking an active interest in the survey of the 
coal districts in the Nizam’s territory, has produced plans; and from 
his report on the subject to Sir Salar Jung we learn how substantial 


were the rumours which prevailed regarding the Nizam’s newly- 
discovered treasure. At the north-west corner of the dominions there is a strip of 
land rong nye A composed of talcose rock, below which coal is not supposed to 
exist; but to the east of this there is a very large piece of ground where coal, from 
the surveys made, almost certainly exists. This strip is divided from Sastee by a 
ridge of sandstone, and in Sastee the existence of coal has been proved by actual 
borings, and what has been called the Sir Salar Jung's shaft, and the B shaft and 
C shaft have been already sunk. Spreading out from Sastee nearly to Hyderabad, 
a distance of about 100 miles, the coal seams are supposed to run, and at one place 
to the westward of the dense jungle, near Pachgao, the site has been already laid 
forashaft. These indications of large coal fields should be carefully looked to by 
the people of India; and it is probable that no better opportunity of developing 
the much-talked-of resources of this county has occurred than this of testing the 
coal-yielding capabilities of the Deccan. It must be expensive to keep stores of 
coal in Aden or Suez, although by coal being brought in ballast it is procurable at 
a comparatively cheap rate here; but, nevertheless, it is within possibility that if 
the new Indian coal fields are wrought energetically, as they are likely to be by a 
man like Sir Salar Jung, an export trade to supply the ports on this side of the 
Mediterranean may be started on the western side of India, and Bombay would 
be sure to become the head quarters of this new source of industry. The Indian 
railways must be mainly dependent upon local supplics, and these new coal mines 
will prove to them of the greatest usefulness. Chanda, the head-quarters of the 
coal fields, is not unfavourably situated as to facilities for distribution of the mineral 
over the country. It is skirted by the River Wurdah, along which barges might 
be floated into the Godavery, and thence along the coast either to Calcutta or Ma- 
dyas. At present the Great Indian Peninsular Railway are constructing a branch 
line from Goolburga to Hyderabad, and as the distance from the capital to the 
coal fields is only at the outside 120 miles, a branch line could be constructed, so 
that there would be a continuous chain of rail along which the coal could be tran- 
sported from the pit-head to Bombay, and thence all over the country.

May 15.—The continuous demand for Makers’ Iron has forced 
another general advance in prices, and has caused great firmness in 
warrants.

The Lochgelly Iron Company, whose furnaces (four) are situated 
in Fifeshire, has been reconstituted on the limited liability princi- 
ple, on account of the expiry of their leases with the close of the 
year, and on account of an alteration in the individuals who com- 
pose the company. Mr. Langdale will continue to act as the ma- 
nager; and, as the company will only consist of five partners, two 
of whom are shipbuilders on the Clyde, the works are expected to 
be conducted with vigour. Itis said they are to be greatly extended 
t the end of the leases, and additional house accommodation for 
vorkmen has been arranged for. 

The largest and most capacious blast-furnace in Scotland was first 
drawn on Monday, in presence of a considerable concourse of spec- 
tators, when the contents was estimated at rather under 20 tons. 
This furnace is erected at Calderbank, on the Ferrie principle, and 
is owned by the Monkland Iron and Steel Company. It is 90 feet 
high, 78 ft. in circumference, and has a diameter of 18 ft. at the 
boshes. The gas is drawn off on the Ferrie principle, and utilised 
in heating boilers, &c., at the works. 

The Shotts Iron Company are now, it is said, enhancing the value 
of their shares, and are expected to pay a very good dividend at the 
ensuing term. They are also successfully producing Bessemer pigs, 
which are taking the market at enhanced prices. _ 

The Henderson method of purifying low brands of pig-iron by 
means of fluor-spar, &c., is exciting attention here; and we under- 
stand that bar-iron made from Clarence pig by this process bears a 
tensile strain of 28 tons to the square inch—the Government standard 
is 22 tons—while a bar of steel made by Stones and Campbell, Govan, 
bore a tensile strain of 53 tons! 

The demand for bar-iron is still unsatisfactory ; few six months’ 
orders are offering, and the Glasgow Iron Company, who only ad- 
vanced their price 10s. on the last occasion, have not yet gone fur- 
ther. On Monday and yesterday there were a few enquiries for 
ship iron for shipping; but merchants are very quiet, and are or- 
dering only such odd quantities as are required to complete orders. 
In machinery there is a vast deal of work going on, with heavy 
shipments, but castings are quiter, and not much shipped. 

Orders for Coals still flow in on masters and dealers, the high price 
being no apparent obstacle. The shipments of the week amounted 
to 34,209 tons, against 33,289 tons in the same week last year, 

The action at the instance of Messrs. Stokes and Dixon, lessees of

REPORT FROM CORNWALL 
May 16.—There is a marvellous dearth of mining news this week 
of consequence. In fact, dulness is the prevailing characteristic in 





all departments of mining matters—a dulness with which certainly 
the drop of 2s, in the standard has something, though apparently 
not much, to do, Independently of the fall, we appear to have en- 
tered into a brief lull of excitement, which shows itself alike in the 
share market and in a check to the growth of the plentiful crop of 
new schemes with which we have been favoured. What is to come 
next? Nobody appears to regard the drop in the standard as of 
any particular moment. Most people seem to look upon it as a 
merely temporary depression—the prelude to an advance to a still 
higher figure than before. And, certainly, if the interminable in- 
direct claims are relegated to “the tomb of all the Capulets,” as 
really, after all, is now most probable, this prognostication will be 
fully realised. But there is something more than the standard to 
be taken into account. It is no secret—indeed it has been more 
than hinted at in these reports—that there is a growing feeling of 
distrust abroad with regard to the new “ bals” aforesaid. This it 
is that is the chief cause of the present dulness. When people find 
mines more prominent in the share market than in returns—more 
activity among the brokers than upon the setts—they naturally be- 
come wary; those who have the best means of acquiring the know- 
ledge wariest. There will be something more than dulness to en- 
counterere long. These remarks may seem but a repetition of others 
which we have formerly made, but the subject is too important to 
be blinked. The truest friend to Cornish mining is not he who is 
in the greatest hurry to get rich, but he whose efforts are directed 
to the economical and steady development of the mineral resources 
of the county, whose enterprise is shown in his holding shares, and 
not in his perpetually shifting his investments. 

Friends of fegitimate mining are deeply indebted to Mr. Cart- 
wright, steward to Mr. G. L. Basset, for the hearty way in which 
he denounced illegitimate traffic in shares at the Cook’s Kitchen 
meeting. It is, as he said, discreditable seriously to sell shares in 
a mine which has no authorised existence, and never may have, and 
his denunciations of the practice will not lose their weight because 
in the instance under notice it is stated that the sale was not se- 
riously intended. Things quite as bad, and worse, have been done 
during the past two or three months, and Mr, Cartwright’s arrow 
had more marks than the one to hit. 

The works for the development of the iron ores of the county ara 
making steady progress, and we believe the sites of the blast-fur- 
naces have been finally decided upon. Engineers and contractors 
are bustling hither and thither, and, what is of equally good augury, 
the output of ore has been materially increased. The Cornwall Rail- 
way Company, at a formal meeting, have signified their assent to 
the Perran Railway Bill. 

It has been observed as being rather remarkable that notwithstand- 
ing the improved position of the tin trade there should be two less 
tin smelting firms in Cornwall at the present moment than there 
were a few years ago—Messrs. Enthoven and Co., Charlestown, and 
Gatley and Co., Truro, both having been taken off by the great com- 
panies. The works of the former are carried on as usual, the latter 
entirely closed, so far as the tin trade is concerned. There is, how- 
ever, little to wonder at in the smelting business following the gene- 
ral tendency of the age, and becoming concentrated into fewer hands. 
Whether this tendency is altogether a good one is another question, 








TRADE OF THE TYNE AND WEAR. 


May 13.—Two large steamers, built at the Jarrow Works, were 
sold on Saturday in Newcastle. There being an active competition, 
both were sold at a price above the reserve fixed, the total sum 
agreed to be paid for the two vessels being about 35,0004. The de- 
mand for steam-vessels is still, therefore, good, although it is held 
that it is not so great as it was a few months ago, indeed the orders 
given out for steam-vessels on the Tyne and Wear have been com- 
paratively few lately. It is impossible, however, to over-rate the 
importance of this business of iron steam-ship building in the North. 
Of course the abundance of coal and the development of the Cleveland iron ore 
trade has rendered the immense expansion of the business possible, and now ves- 
sels are being built suitable for the commerce of every sea and river, and capable 
also, if so employed, of carrying the products of the district toany part of the globe. 
No doubt the extent of this trade and its results has contributed materially to brin 
about the most extraordinary demand which now exists for every article produ 
in the district, both raw and manufactured. . 

A strike has taken place at the Seaton Colliery, the men at this 
place being, it appears, rather easily induced to take the step. It will be recollected 
that an unfortunate explosion occurred here, which caused a great loss of life, and 
also of property, some time ago; and a large sum was expended in again reinstat- 
ing the works. Since that time the working hours of the boys and men have been 
considerably reduced, thus lessening the hours that that the pit is drawing coals 
from 12 to 10 hours per day ; and this has very seriously diminished the output of 
coals. It has, therefore, been determined to divide the men into three shifts, in- 
stead of two, with a view to raise a larger quantity of coal, and also employ two 
shifts of boys; but this the men resolutely opposed, and rashly struck, and stopped 
the whole of the works on Monday. A meeting was held on Monday night, at 
which Mr. Crawford was expected to be present, but Mr. Ramsay was sent instead 3 
and he did all in his power to pusuade the men tocontinue the works on the system 
proposed by the masters, and refer all matters in dispute to the agents of the Union 
at Durham on Saturday, and, if necessary, afterwards to arbitration. The men, 
however, were very obstinate, and determined to manage their own business. 

The Coal and Coke Trades continue extremely good, and the de- 
mand quite exceeds the supply; this need not excite surprise, as the men have 
very considerably reduced the output of coal, the day men and boys not actually 
allowing the pits to draw coals more tian 10 hours per day, instead of 12 formerly. 
The reduction per day does not exactly correspond with the reduction in the hours 
worked, but as a great amount of time is lost during holidays and after pays there 
is no doubt that an actual reduction of more than 1-6ths has actually taken place, 
and the account of coal exports will, of course, when made out up to the end of 
June show a very serious falling off, as compared with the half-year's accounts fcr 
the same time in 1870. Ae ee 7 

The Iron Trade is so very active that it is quite impossible for 
merchants and manufacturers to meet the demands made upon them, all parties 
having constantly to wait for plates, bars, &c.; of course, the prices still continue 
to rise, and the question is now anxiously asked how long that rise is to continue 
to go on, and how long these very high prices can be maintained? It is generally 
thought that a crisis must arrive soon, as the men continue to demand higher 
wages in most branches of the coal and iron trades. 








REPORT FROM DERBYSHIRE AND YORKSHIRE. 


May 16.—Business at the lead mines in Derbyshire has under- 
gone little or no change of late, some of them doing little or nothing, 
whilst others are raising a good deal of ore. Still, there is little 
doubt but with increased railway facilities in the Castleton, Py 
and other districts lead mining in Derbyshire will became of far 
greater importance than it has been for some years past. Some of 
the mines in the hands of the Messrs, Bass are doing well, and also 
a few held by companies. The collieries are doing very well indeed 
in all districts between Sheffield and Nottingham, and the Midland 
Company continues to take a very large tonnage to St. Pancras. 
From Clay Cross alone upwards of 8000 tons are now being sent 
weekly to London, and nearly 5000 tons from Langley Mill. From 
Eckington, Codnor Park, Stavely, and Shipley a large tonnage is also being for- 
warded to the metropolis. The comparatively new district of Unstone is now 
sending a large tonnage to the south, and in that locality an advance has just been 
made to the extent of ls. per ton on coal, and from 2s. to 3s. per ton on coke, to 
local consumers. The ironworks are all very busy, and the output of ;ig is very 
large, Northamptonshire now supplying no inconsiderable quantity of the stone 
used, as that raised in the county falls far short of the consumption. Sheffield 
takes a large portion of the iron made after the local wants are supplied, but the 
deficiency in the supply of pig all over the kingdom renders consumers only too 
glad to be supplied even at advanced rates. ‘ 

Activity prevails in all branches of the Sheffield trades, both iron 
and steel. The mills for heavy armour, ship, and boiler plates are 
worked to their full capacity, and there is every appearance that they 
will continue so for a long time to come. Shipping orders are very 
large for the States and the Continent, whilst the home trade is equally 
brisk. Bessemer rails, tyres, crank-axles, rods, and springs are. being largely pro- 
duced, as are malleable ‘castings, and every description of spring and table knife 
cutlery. Makers of files, razors, saws, and tools are kept fully going. The collieries 
in what is termed the Sheffield district proper are all doing well, there being a brisk 
demand indeed for steam coal and coke, prices of the latter having considerably 
advanced of late. At Rotherham the mills and hammers are very busy, and the 


foundries are doing well in re cee ranges, and other Gy ot ryt 3 





poration of Glasgow for the new gasworks at Maryhill, which commenced before 


the leading works in South Yorks: there has of late bee: 
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led tron, which has rather interferred with the production of the mills. The col- 
lieries were never so busy for the season as they are at present, so that the high 
prices which prevailed in the early part of the year are now fully maintained, and 
are not likely to be reduced, Some of the merchants have held back from givin 
out orders, in the expectation that the usual summer reduction would be made th 8 
month; but so far they have been disappointed, for such is the demand, especially 
for hard and colliery coal, that a much larger tonnage than is now raised could 
easily be disposed of at existing rates. A large tonnage is being forwarded to Hull 
for shipment, but there is a great searcity of shipping, 80 that there is consideralle 
difficulty in freighting vane from that port. The Baltic trade has not yet com 
menced for the season, but in all likelihood will do so in the course of a week or ten 
days, when there will be more thau ordinary activity at Grimsby—a place that pro- 
mises before long to take a much higher position as acoal-shipping port than it has 
yet been, and to which we shall more fully refer on a future occasion. d 

Amongst the novelties recently introduced by Messrs. Manning, 

Wardle, and Co., of the Boyne Engineworks, Leeds, is a mountain climbing loco 
motive engine, intended for the hilly country near to Rio de Janerio, and is intended 
to be used on railways formed for bringing the coffee, &c., down to the towns, a 
duty now performed by pack mules. Tho engine has just been tested, and we are 
informed, most successfully, so that a number of them will be manufactured, 
Buch being the case, it is not improbable that they will be adopted in connection 
with railways in the Wolds of Yorkshire, which are very much wanted. A good 
deal is being done in Bessemer castings with the Continent from Bowling. 





REPORT FROM NORTIL AND SOUTIL STAFFORDSITIRE. 

May 16.—The Iron Trade of South Staffordshire continues remark- 
ably buoyant, and the quotations of last week are well supported all 
round. The current transactions are, however, not of very great im- 
portance, makers having their order-books well tilled, and not caring 
to enter into further engagements, except at prices ruling at the 
time of delivery. The pig-iron makers continue to complain of the 
scarcity and increasing dearness of iron ore and fuel, and the yield 
of the furnaces is on this account somewhat restricted. Best brands 
of all mine pig remain firm, at 64 5s, to 64. 10s,, and for cinder and 
hemutite pig the quotations are proportionately high, with a further 
upward tendency. The makers of finished iron are all exceedingly 
busy, and there is every prospect of continued advances in quotations, 
The demand is particularly large for sheets and plates, mostly for 
local consumption, and the leading houses will not book orders for 
singles under 16/. 10s. per ton. For bars the demand is somewhat 
less active, but 122. is still the minimum price at which specifications 
can be placed, while good brands sell freely at 13/, per ton. Gal- 
vanised sheets, for roofing and such like tor ony are in well-sus- 
tained enquiry, and the orders already booked will more than absorb 
the produce to the end of the current quarter, 

The number of blast-furnaces now in operation in South Stafford- 
shire and East Worcestershire is 110, yielding 13,200 tons of pig-iron 
weekly, but this supply falls considerably short of the requirements 


of finished iron makers. ; 

The South Staffordshire Tlardware Trades are very brisk, the de- 
mand being especially buoyant for railway and other engineering ironwork. The 
nut and bolt factories, which have been closed for nearly five months on account of 
the strike, recommenced operations this week, the points in dispute having been 
happily adjusted. ‘There is an active demand for japanned and tin wares, at the 
recent wdvanee of 1 per cent., and the brass and copper goods makers, who have 
just put up their prices another 5 per cent., experience a very well sustained de 
mand. At Willenhall a further advance has taken place in the price of locks and 
latches, All kinds of iron door locks and latches, whether lever or tumbler, are 
5 per cent. higher, making an aggregate advance of 174% per cent., and brass locks 
and latches for ships’ use, and also brass case locks, are 24% per cent. higher, mak 
ing a total advance of 15 per cent. on original list prices. Tubular ironwork, aut 
Wednesbury and Walsall, commands an exceedingly active enquiry, and the chain 
cable and anchor forges at Tipton and Cradley are in well-sust tined operation, 

A joint-stock company (limited) is in course of formation to pur- 
chase and carry on the extensive mines and ironworks of Mr. D Rose, Moxley, 
near Bilston, The plant is reckoned among the most valuable in the district, 

The Lron Trade of North Staffordshire is very active, the orders 
in course of execution being very large both for pigs and finished 
iron. Current transactions are only restricted in number and im- 
portance by the reluctance of makers to enter into further engage- 
ments, even at the high quotations now prevailing. The supply of 
fuel is much better than recently described, but iron ore continues 
scarce and dear. ; ; 

DrowneEp Ovr Cor.renres.—Now that fuel and minerals for iron 
making have become so scarce and so dear in South Staffordshire, en- 
terprise is beginning to be displayed in the getting of the coal and 
ironstone which it is known are lying under water there, The pe- 
culiarity of that coal field, which stands third on the list of the coal 
fields of Great Britain, is that the collieries are worked in smaller allotments than 
in most other districts. When, therefore, water has been met with, the cost of 
pumping it has become so serious a matter that levices, often more ingenious than 
commendable, have been resorted to to drain it off to the colliery being worked out 
at the lowest level. Unhappy the colliery proprietor who chances to own such a 
mine! But the device is not successful long, for if the colliery most affected is not 

mumped, often at a ruinous cost to the owner, then the water rises till several col 
Rovian become submerged. At this moment there are no fewer than ten collieries, 
all adjoining one another, in the parish of West Bromwich, which have had to be 
abandoned on account of the great quantity of water they contain, Together, these 
collieries extend over an area of 350 acres. Of this, from 70 to SO acres contain the 
precious Ten-yard coal, lying in a maiden state; the rest is the same measure partly 
worked, but having all the lower measures intact—the Heathen coal, the Gubbin 
ironstone, the White ironstone, and the New Mine coal, A mining engineer of West 
Bromwich (Mr. J. Laxton), who knows the property, has furnished an estimate of 
the contents of this drowned out property. He has worked out the different items 
in detail. The total, however, shows that no less than 6,730,800 tons of highly va 
luable coal and ironstone are all lying unworked und protitless to its owners, be- 
cause an understanding cannot be come to between them by which the whole 350 
acres might be cleared, and the produce brought into the market, There is no en- 

ineering difficulty in the way whatever. A Cornish pumping-engine of 150 or 
200 horse-power might be made to do the work effectually. But the absence of 
agreement prevents the adoption of the simple and not very costly remedy. Under 
these circumstances a spirited consumer of coal upon a large scale has just taken 
80 acres of the property, and is now preparing to ~ down a substantial engine 
plant and water-lift. In draining his own he will at the same time be relieving 
certain of his neighbours’ property from water, and thereby tend to the increasing 
of the supply beyond his own output. It is much to be regretted that in this, as 
in every other case in the South Staffordshire and the other colliery disticts, arrange- 
ments cannot be arrived at whereby colliery drainage may be conducted upon a 
mutually satisfactory and an extended scale, It may well be hoped that as the re- 
newed energy now being displayed at West Bromwich hasarisen out of the present 
vast demand for coal, similar results may quickly ensue elsewhere. 








REPORT FROM MONMOUTH AND SOUTIT WALES, 


May 16.—It is much like a paradox to say that the Iron Trade 
continues in a prosperous state, yet it is so, although its very pros- 
perity threatens to bring things to a standstill. There is an extra- 
ordinary large demand for all descriptions of iron, but the energy 
of makers to meet it is completely crippled by the lack of sup- 
plies. Pig producers cannot get the necessary —— of raw ma- 
terials, and railmakers cannot get adequate supplies of pig. The 
result is that there is not anything like the quantity of iron turned 
out that might be. Yet it must be admitted that there has been 
more iron manufactured of late than for years before, and prices 
are higher. Manufacturers are making every effort to meet the 
overwhelming demand, but it seems of little avail to adopt improvements, make 
extensions, or erect new works when sufficient materials cannot be obtained to 
carry on the manufacture. Skilled labour continues scarce, but this is not somuch 
felt under present circumstances ; and, since the masters gave notice of an advance 
of 10 per cent. in wages the men have shown an inclination to work with more 
regularity. As far as the demand is concerned, the prospects for the future are 
very encouraging; but it is difficult to see how the requirement of buyers can be 
met with the supplies of raw materials decreasing. Each week adds to the com- 
plaints made in this respect, and the works are only kept on with very great diffi- 
culty, so fully employed as they are, and it is somewhat surprising that such large 
quantitiei of railway and other iron are turned out. America is taking enormous 
quantities, and the requirements of that country seem rather to increase than 
otherwise. Makers have enough orders on their books to last to the end of the 
year, 80 that little fresh business can be transacted for some time to come, unless 
under long terms of delivery. It is pretty clear that an extensive trade could be 
done this year with Russia if makers were not so pressed with other engage- 
ments, but the bulk of the Muscovite contracts will have to be executed in other 
districts. In prices there is no further change to report, but it is likely that quota- 
tions will yet go up, owing to the excessive cost of everything used in the manu- 
facture and the difficulty of getting supplies at any price. Besides the large foreign 
demand, home requirements are increasing, large quantities of railway iron being 
used in re-laying and laying down new lines. Bar iron and plates are in request for 
home and foreign purposes. | ‘ ‘ 

The Tin-Plate Trade is characterised by a degree of prosperity and 
steadiness hardly witnessed in the other trades of the district, there having been 
less hostility between employers and employed, and consequently less agitation. 
The demand is extensive, all the establishments being amply employed, and prices 
are maintained without difficulty. | : ? : : 

In the Steam Coal Trade things are improving. It is particularly 
satisfactory to be able to report that there has been a considerable increase in the 
clearances to the foreign markets, and this may be pointed out as in a great mea- 
sure the result of the better feeling prevailing among the colliers since the masters 
intimated that they would grant a rise of 10 per cent. on the present scale of wages 
from the Ist of next month. The scale will then undoubtedly be higher than ever 
before, and well may the men be satisfied with their fortunate position. It is true 
that the colliery proprietors are also benefiting largely by the present activity, and 
it is only just ey proper that they should give to those in their employ a fair 
share in the increased prices obtained for coal. This they have done, and will do 
gnbe next month. erefore, it cannot be said that the masters have not faith- 


fully carried out their engagements under the late arbitration. House coal pro- 
prietors, following the example of steam coalmasters, will also grant a rise next 
month, and at the meeting held at Cardiff last Friday it was decided that in future 
the wages at the house coal pits, as well as the steam coal, shall be governed by the 
scale at the ironworks, This is admitted on all sides to be a fair basis to act upon, 
and it is hoped that it will be adhered to, House coal qualities are advancing, and 
it is probable that next month higher prices will be asked than are even now paid. 

The Powell Duffryn Coal Company have succeeded so far with their 
Bill for the construction of certain branch railways, by which they will be able to 
rid themselves of certain charges now made by the Taff Vale. The branches when 
completed will enable them to send their coal direct over the Great Western to 
Birkenhead, and the coal shipped at Cardiff will be brought by the Rhymney Rail 
way from Hengoed Junetion, This will undoubtedly be a loss to the Taff Vale, 
and there are indications of other abstractions of traftic from that prosperous line. 

Considerable inconvenience in the trafic on the Great Western has 
been experienced of late, owing to the conversion of the line from broad to narrow 
gauge, but rapid progress has been made with the work, and the whole will within 
another week be completed, The first narrow-gauge trains run last Sunday from 
Gloucester to Milford. 

The harbour trustees of Swansea have under consideration the ad- 
Lnrnens | of increasing the dock accommodation of the port, Mr. Abernethy has 
prepared a voluminous report upon the question, and he has suggested the con 
struction of a large new dock, also additional piers, and more extended shipping 
accommodation from the railways. The total expenditure is estimated at 300,000/, 
A committee of the trustees has been appointed to consider the report.

REPORT FROM LANCASIIIRE AND CILESHIRE, 

May 16. There is a prospect of serious complications between the 
colliery proprietors of Lancashire and their workmen, if the position 
assumed by the Executive Committee of the Amalgamated Associa- 
tion of Miners, at a meeting held in Manchester yesterday, be ap- 
proved by the general body of the men. A short time ago the price 
of coal was raised, and on Monday Mr. Halliday, the President of 
the Amalgamated Association, drew the attention of the delegates 
assembled at a meeting for the Bolton district to this fact. He admitted that col 
liers were receiving the highest rate of wages ever paid, and that the 1867 prices for 
coal getting were in force throughout the county. But he pointed out that the 
recent advance on the part of the masters had brought their selling prices higher 
than they were in 1867, and he held that the miners were, therefore, entitled to an 
increase of 10 per cent, in wages. After some discussion, the delegates adopted a 
resolution in favour of steps being taken to procure such an advance, and issued 
instructions that the matter should be brought before the executive committee of 
the association without delay, The committee met yesterday, and passed a resolu 
tion to the effect that circulars be issued to the colliery proprietors of Lancashire, 
calling attention to the state of the markets, and to the recent rise in the selling 
price of coal, and soliciting a 10 per cent, advance of wages. There can be little 
doubt that the application will in almost every case be refused, for the masters 
generally are exceedingly indignant at the conduct of their workmen, Wages 
were never higher than they are now, and yet the majority of the men earn very 
little more than they did when they were paid at a much lower rate for their work. 
Many pits stand idle, or nearly so, for days together at the end of each reckoning, 
and it was, in fact, mainly owing to the way in which the output was stinted by the 
men that the last advance was necessary. The general opinion amongst the mas- 
ters seems to be that the men, fearing that they will be unable to carry out their 
proposal to introduce the eight-hours system, have entered upon this movement 
for the purpose of maintaining the necessary amount of interest in their association. 

The dispute between the Wigan Coal and Iron Company and their 
miners has been brought to an end. Tho company had not complied with the re 
quest of their colliers that they would pay according to the rate of wages prevailing 
in 1°67, but they have now consented to do so, 

There is still in some parts of the district great difficulty in meet- 
ing orders for the supply of coal; a further advance in the prices of some descrip 
tions of manufactured iron has been declared, and makers generally are loth to 
book orders except at prices ruling on the day of delivery.
